Your info could be in 
the hands of thieves 


O Alberta government and business laptops stolen or lost O Information on 2,700 Albertans involved 
O Privacy commissioner angry over lack of use of security on portable devices that hold private information 


Social insurance numbers. Mortgage appli¬ 
cations. Medical records. Credit reports. 
Home addresses. 

Such information about more than 
2,700 Albertans has been stolen or lost, 
says Frank Work, the province’s privacy 
commissioner, who says he can’t believe 
that government and businesses aren’t 


better protecting people’s personal data. 

“When I hear about breaches like this, 
all I can say is, ‘Really?’ Is there a need to 
put people through this when the informa¬ 
tion could easily be encrypted?” Work said 
in a release Thursday. 

Alberta law requires businesses to notify 
the commissioner when personal informa¬ 


tion is lost. In the last month, there have 
been seven breaches involving a stolen or 
lost laptop or digital device. 

“The most troubling” from the stand¬ 
point of identity theft involved a laptop be¬ 
longing to a trust company that was 
stolen. 

It contained information about 135 cus¬ 


tomers, including mortgage applications, 
names, addresses, social insurance num¬ 
bers and credit bureau reports. 

“That’s the veiy foundation for identity 
theft. They’ve got your name, your social 
insurance number,” said Wa 5 me Wood, 
communications director for Work’s of¬ 
fice. THE CANADIAN PRESS

An Edmonton Eskimos 
football player accused of 
assaulting his girlfriend 
and attacking another 
man will remain locked 
up after being denied 
bail. 

Adam Braidwood. 26. 
isn’t to be back in court 
until Jan. 13. and it 
wasn’t clear Thursday 
what impact the bail deci¬ 
sion would have on his 
career as a defensive tack¬ 
le with the Eskimos. 

Team spokesman Dave 
Jamieson said there was 
no immediate comment. 

Braidwood. flanked by 
two security guards, his 
legs shackled, and 
dressed in a blue prison 
jumpsuit, looked straight 
ahead with no emotion 
when provincial court 
Judge John Henderson 
ruled that he should stay 
behind bars. 

“This (case) gives me 
significant cause for con¬ 
cern.” said Henderson, 
who had heard 
submissions from Crown 
and defence lawyers on 
the allegations and on 
Braidwood’s personal cir¬ 
cumstances. 

None of those details 
can be reported due to a 
court-ordered publication 
ban. 

Judges make bail deci¬ 
sions based on a number 
of factors, but foaising 
on whether the accused is 
a flight risk and whether 
public safety is 
jeopardized if the accused 
is released. 

Braidwood’s lawyer. 
Dan Chivers. declined 
comment outside court. 

Braidwood’s troubles 
began late last month, 
when a witness in Spruce 
Grove, west of Edmonton, 
saw three men attack an¬ 
other man in a parking 
lot and stuff him into the 
trunk of a car.

City hall is expecting more 
from Edmonton taxpayers 
in 2011. 

City council approved a 
3.85 per cent tax increase 
Thursday, and coupled 
with a utility hike, the av¬ 
erage homeowner will owe 
$98 more in 2011. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said the budget shows 
council’s desire to deliver 
services as well as fiscal re¬ 
sponsibility. 


“We didn’t want to go 
away from our vision of 
improving neighbour- 
ho^s, which was substan¬ 
tially important, so we 
were able to shave a little 
bit off that in order to meet 
the needs of that program 
without cutting it back.” 
he said, in reflecting on a 
reduction in the neigh¬ 
bourhood-renewal pro¬ 
gram. 

The vote was 11-2, with 
councillors Keny Diotte 
and Linda Sloan opposed. 

“I think we really 
missed an opportunity 


here," said Diotte. “No 
budget should go beyond 
the rate of inflation. Unfor¬ 
tunately this one does." 

Diotte’s motion to cut 
S27 million out of the $1.8 
billion budget was defeat¬ 
ed last week — a move he 
said would have resulted in 
no tax increase at all. 

Coun. Don Iveson 
strongly disagreed with 
Diotte’s desire to go as low 
as two per cent. 

“You can’t just want 
money cut out of the budg¬ 
et and expect services to 
stay the same." he said.

New health funding 
addresses cancer care

O Total spending for health-care 
capital project plan now at $2.5B 


Alberta will spend $1.3 bil¬ 
lion over the next three 
years on health facilities in 
Calgary and Edmonton, in¬ 
cluding badly needed up¬ 
grades to cancer centres in 
both cities. 

The funding announce¬ 
ment Thursday makes 
good on a political promise 
first made by the govern¬ 
ment in 2005. 

“This funding boost will 
provide urgently needed 
capacity,” Dr. Peter Craig¬ 
head, medical director of 
Calgary’s Tom Baker Can¬ 
cer Centre, said Thursday. 

Edmonton’s Cross Can¬ 
cer Institute will get a new 
CT scanner, a new radia¬ 
tion therapy machine and 
other upgrades. 

There is also money to 
to upgrade the pediatric 
intensive care unit at Ed¬ 
monton’s Stollery Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital. 


Cancer strategy 


► Health Minister Gene 
Zwozdesky said the cancer 
care announcements will 
dovetail into a new provin¬ 
cial cancer-treatment strat¬ 
egy the government is 
developing that will help 
people with the disease 
get timely treatment, clos¬ 
er to home. 

► The strategy is to be 
announced in the new 
year and will focus on pre¬ 
vention, treatment and re¬ 
search.

First 
Nations 
bands 
want veto 
power 

Two aboriginal bands in 
Alberta say their treaty 
rights have been violated 
by industrial overuse of 
the Athabasca River and 
they want veto power 
over some new oilsands 
projects. 

“When it comes to 
those concerns, that's 
pretty much what we're 
seeking — veto power in 
regards to development,” 
said Chief Allan Adam of 
the Athabasca Chipewyan 
First Nation, located 
downstream of the oil- 
sands in Fort Chipewyan. 

“We want to have say 
in development in our re¬ 
gion in regards to being 
sustainable.” 

The Athabasca 

Chipewyan and the 
Mikisew Cree made the 
claim Thursday after re¬ 
leasing a study document¬ 
ing how low river levels 
restrict their ability to use

One elder with the 
Mikisew Cree band 
estimates that 8o% of 
the band’s traditional 
territory is 

inaccessible for weeks 
at a time during the 
spring and summer. 
Other lakes and creeks 
have simply gone dry. 

their land, most of which 
can only be reached by 
boat. 

Researcher Craig Can¬ 
dler interviewed a total of 
27 members from both 
bands. He asked them a 
set of standard questions 
on how water levels and 
water quality have affect¬ 
ed them. He heard that 
water levels have been de¬ 
clining for decades to the 
point that boats can 
longer get into many 
lakes and tributaries that 
used to be productive 
hunting and fishing 
grounds. 

“If people can’t move 
around their territories, 
they cannot practise their 
traditions or their rights,” 
he said.

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Freedom of the press? 

O Supreme Court lifts reporting ban on murder case 


The publication ban that 
kept the outcome of a high- 
profile Ontario murder trial 
under wraps for months 
sounded alarm bells for le¬ 
gal observers across the 
countiy and resulted in the 
secret conviction of a trou¬ 
bled teenager, experts said 
Thursday. 

The ban was enacted in a 
Woodstock, Ont. courtroom 
April 30 when Terri-Lynne 
McClintic pleaded guilty to 
first-degree murder in Tori 
Stafford’s death and was 
sentenced to life in prison. 

The lawyer for McClin- 
tic’s co-accused, Michael 
Rafferty, sought to main¬ 
tain the ban, arguing it was

needed to preserve his 
client’s right to a fair trial. 
The resulting restrictions 


forbid the press from re¬ 
porting any details about 
the proceedings, including 
that they took place at all. 
This drew condemnation 
from six of Canada’s promi¬ 
nent media outlets. 

A judge lifted much of 
the ban in May, but re¬ 
porters remained bound by 
the earlier one while coim- 
sel sought leave to appeal 
the matter to the Supreme 
Court of Canada. Thursday 
the court declined to hear 
that appeal, delivering 
what media lawyer Iain 
MacKinnon described as a 
“qualified victoiy” for free¬ 
dom of expression.

Two workers at a B.C. 
car dealership were 
sacked for what they 


wrote about their 
employer and their man¬ 
agers on Facebook. And 
the B.C. Labour Relations 
Board has upheld their 
dismissal. 

The incident, which oc¬ 


curred in Pitt Meadows 
just west of Vancouver, is 
believed to be the first 
such case in Canada. 

“It’s the first Facebook 
case that has made it to 
hearing at least,” said 


Donald Richards, the 
lawyer who handled it for 
the employer, but he 
added there are likely 
plenty more to come. 

“I think they’re in the 
hopper now.” 

In this case, the two 
employees left few 
defamatory stones 
unturned. One or the oth¬ 
er slagged their employ¬ 
er, accusing the business

Women fared better during 
the recession, thanks to a 
pattern of employment in 
industries less susceptible 
to economic shifts and an 
increasing presence in high 
pa 5 dng professions. 

When it comes to em¬ 
ployment numbers women 
were hit less hard than men 
dining the economic down¬ 
turn. They also continued 
to hold far more part-time 


jobs than men, but made 
significant gains in profes¬ 
sions where they would 
earn a higher paycheque. 

In 2009, the employ¬ 
ment rate for women was 
58.3 per cent, a one per 
cent dip from a historic 
high of 59.3 per cent in 
2008. By comparison, in 
2009 the emplo 5 nnent rate 
for men was 65.2 per cent, a 
2.9 per cent decline from 


the previous year. 

The jobless rate for 
women was still high, hit¬ 
ting seven per cent in 2009, 
the highest since 2003. For 
men it reached 9.4 per cent 
in 2009, the highest rate 
since ’96. 

The statistics were laid 
out in a released portion of 
Women in Canada: A Gen¬ 
der-based Statistical Report, 
from Statistics Canada 


tracking women’s status in 
the labour market back to 
1976. 

The report showed that 
women dominate in service 
industries, including health 
care and social assistance, 
and educational services, 
where emplo 5 nQent contin¬ 
ued to grow. Women held 
67 per cent of teaching, 
nursing and related health 
positions in 2009. 


Women continued to 
make gains in higher paid 
professions, accounting for 
51 per cent of business and 
financial professionals in 
2009, up from 49 per cent 
in 1999. Eric Kam, an asso¬ 
ciate professor of econom¬ 
ics with Ryerson University 
said women tend to fall in¬ 
to “job ghettos” on both the 
high and low end of the pay

Canada’s nursing 
workforce has grown 
significantly in the last 
five years but still falls 
short of the level the 
profession had 

achieved two decades 
ago relative to the pop¬ 
ulation, says a report 
by the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute for Health Infor¬ 
mation. 

The CIHI report 
shows Canada gained 
more than 27,000 
nurses between 2005 
and 2009, bringing the 
total of regulated nurs¬ 
es to about 348,500 — 
a nine per cent in¬ 
crease. 

Over the same peri¬ 
od, the country’s popu¬ 
lation grew by five per 
cent. 

Statistics show 
there are actually few¬ 
er registered nurses to¬ 
day relative to the size 
of the population than 
there were 20 years 
ago. 

In 1992, there were 
824 RNs for every 
100,000 Canadians, 
compared to 789 per 
100,000 in 2009.

Economy leaves 
youth behind 


Canada’s falling unem¬ 
ployment rate is hiding an 
unpleasant truth — tens of 
thousands are leaving the 
labour market in frustra¬ 
tion, and none more so 
than young workers. 

Last week’s labour force 
survey for November pre¬ 
sented a distorted hall-of- 
mirrors picture of 
emplo 5 nnent — with the 
jobless rate falling to a two 
year low of 7.6 per cent on 
the strength of little job 
creation. 

For young workers in 
the 15 to 24-year-old cate¬ 
gory, the picture was even 
more distorted — the un¬ 
employment rate plum¬ 


meted from 15 per cent to 
13.6 per cent with virtually 
no new jobs added. 

The mathematical dis¬ 
connect comes about be¬ 
cause Statistics Canada 
does not measure the 
number of workers against 
those who want jobs, but 
against those who are ac¬ 
tively looking for work. 
There have been fewer of 
those. 

Young people are leav¬ 
ing the labour force in 
droves. According to the 
agency, the youth partici¬ 
pation rate is the lowest in 
over a decade. 

What’s more, while the 
economy has created over 


440,000 jobs since the re¬ 
cession there are 228,000 
fewer young people em¬ 
ployed.

After 28 years, Tron 
nets Bridges again 


O Actor impressed, intimidated by the technology used to let him play 
his younger self O Tron: Legacy pushes boundaries like its predecessor

Although 28 years have 
passed between Tron and 
the new Tron: Legacy, it 
didn’t exactly feel that way 
for star Jeff Bridges. “It’s 
like we had a long week¬ 
end and we’re just back do¬ 
ing the same work. It’s 
crazy,” he says. Yet Bridges 
says making the decision 
to return to the computer¬ 
ized world of Tron wasn’t 
easy — but then no deci¬ 
sion is for him. 

“I have a lot of hesita¬ 
tion making any kind of 
decision in my life. I’m re¬ 
ally slow at it,” he says. 
“My mother says that I 


have abulia. It’s like a men¬ 
tal disorder, I guess — hav¬ 
ing difficulty making 
decisions.” 

One of the factors aiding 
Bridges’ indecision was the 
technology used in the 
new film, which like its 
predecessor pushes the 
technical boundaries of 
filmmaking. “With this 
one, I thought. Oh God, are 
they going to pull it off?” 
Bridges says. 

The most high-profile 
technical trick on display 
involves Clu, one of the 
two characters Bridges 
plays in the film — only 
Clu looks like the actor did 
decades ago. The filmmak¬ 
ers used the techniques 
that made Brad Pitt age in 
The Curious Case of Ben-

jamin Button to rejuvenate 
Bridges. It’s something 
that leaves Bridges’ mind 
blown, to put it lightly. 

“It’s wild to be able to go 
back there and play differ¬ 
ent ages. It opens up a 
whole world,” he says. 
“And they’ll be able to 
combine actors. I don’t 
know quite how I feel 
about this, but that’s com¬ 


ing up, too. Just to say, you 
know, ‘Let’s get Boxleitner 
and Bridges, and put a lit¬ 
tle Brando in there. See 
what happens.’ And then 
they can hire some other 
actor to drive that image 
that they’ve created. It’s 
getting pretty crazy.” 

So does that mean he’ll 
now be competing with 
younger co-stars like Gar¬ 
rett Hedlund for roles? Be¬ 
cause certainly they’d take 
issue with that. The idea 
makes Bridges laugh. “No, 
I haven’t thought about 
that,” he says. “That’s fun¬ 
ny.” 

Of course. Bridges sees 
Tron: Legacy as more than 
just a movie, even a tech¬ 
nologically groundbreak¬ 
ing one.

Justin Timberlake is quickly 
learning that to properly 
express how he feels about 
his turn as soft-spoken side- 
kick Boo Boo in the new Yo¬ 
gi Bear movie, he’ll have to 
let his nerd flag fly. 

“At the risk of ruining 
my social life,” he begins 
cautiously, “I would enter¬ 
tain my parents by imitat¬ 
ing Scooby Doo and Boo 
Boo - all the cartoon voices. 
You know that about me 
now, which is weird.” 

After impressing critics 
earlier this year in The So¬ 
cial Network, Timberlake 
was happy to take on some¬ 
thing a little simpler. 

“I did a film about the 
birth of social networking, 
and it drove me crazy even 


being a part of that movie,” 
he says. “It’s way beyond 
my brain span.” 

The combination of live 
action and animation in Yo¬ 
gi Bear means Timberlake’s 
job was all in the recording 
studio, and it hasn’t es¬ 
caped him that he and Dan 
Aykroyd, who voices Yogi, 
had the easier job in the 
film, compared to his fiesh- 
and-blood co-stars. 

“Anna (Paris) and Tom 
(Cavanagh), they had way 
harder jobs than we did,” 
he says. “I’ve never worked 
in that way where you’re 
looking at tennis balls or 
leaves as reference points.” 

The key to nailing Yogi 
and Boo Boo’s chemistiy 
was to go against the tradi¬ 
tional process for animated 
films, in which the actors 
come in one by one to 
record their parts. Instead, 
Timberlake and Aykroyd 




worked together. 

“We had two or three 
sessions together because 
we really did see this as a 
Batman and Robin — if you 
will — sort of duo,” Timber- 
lake says. “It really made a 
difference with the rh 5 ^hm 
of the banter between Yogi 
and Boo Boo. It was a very 
cool collaboration. We had 


a lot of fun doing it.” 

But while his job con¬ 
sisted of hanging out in a 
recording studio goofing 
off with Aykroyd, there 
was still actual work to be 
done. 

“Getting the voice of 
Boo Boo, I had someone on 
hand with the old ’60s and 
’70s cartoons and I would 


sit there and listen to it in 
between takes and before 
we would start our ses¬ 
sions,” he says. “It would 
take me 15 to 20 minutes 
to really get — this is all re¬ 
ally boring, geeky vocal 
stuff — but to get your 
palate to the right level 
of the character. So after 
the first 20 minutes, I 


would go back and re¬ 
record eveiything we’d 
done in the first half hour 
because you just get in the 
pocket of the tone and in¬ 
flection.” 

Timberlake stops, shak¬ 
ing his head. “I’m really 
killing any sort of coolness 
I had before I got here,” he 
says.

O nce upon a 
time Disney 
had a comer on 
the kid’s action 
adventure mar¬ 
ket. Sunday at 
six was reserved for the 
Walt Disney’s Wonderful 
World of Color and for a 
couple of hours once a 
week, movies like Race 
from Witch Mountain, Kid¬ 
napped and Treasure Island 
mixed plucky kids, mild ac¬ 
tion, exotic locations and 
lots of adventure. 

The genre hasn’t gone 
away. New movies like this 
weekend’s The Chronicles 
of Narnia: The Voyage of

Though it wasn’t a Dis¬ 
ney film. The Goonies 
breathes the same air as 
Walt’s kids classics. The ad¬ 
venture begins when a 
group of kids calling them¬ 
selves The Goonies find 
One-Eyed Willy’s treasure 
map. Sprinkle in some 
crazy inventions, a baddie 
played by Throw Mama 
from the Train star Anne 
Ramsey, a title track by 
C 5 mdi Lauper and 
Spielberg-esque storytelling 
and you have one of the 
best loved kids romps from 
the 1980s. 

Speaking of Spielberg, 


without his ET we wouldn’t 
have had Flight of the Navi¬ 
gator. After ET’s successful 
mix of kids and aliens a 
whole slew of movies tried 
to cash in on that formula. 
The story of a 12-year-old 
boy who disappears, only 
to return eight years later 
without having aged a day 
had it all: intelligence, a 
glib navigational computer 
and a cameo by Sarah Jessi¬ 
ca Parker as a NASA orderly 
with punk rock pink hair. 

Two other early ’80s fan¬ 
tasy adventure films 
feature wild creatures and 
magical lands, a perfect 
combo for a classic adven¬ 
ture. 

In The NeverEnding Sto¬ 
ry, a young hero must save 
his country. Fantasia, from 
something even worse than 
an evil king. He must stop a 
creeping wave of nothing¬ 
ness. It may be the most ex¬ 
istential kids movie ever, 
but woven into the fabric 
of the story are cool charac¬ 
ters like the Rockbiter and 
Gmork the evil wolf 

Perhaps the best, 
although most underrated 
fantasy film is 1982’s The 
Dark Crystal. Directed by 
Muppet master Jim 
Henson, the film sees a 
Gelfling setting off to find 
the missing piece of a magi¬ 
cal crystal in order to 
restore to his world. This 
masterful kid’s movie is fi¬ 
nally getting a much 
deserved sequel in 2011.

Christian Bale has 
dropped dramatic weight 
for roles before — most 
notably in The Machinist 
and Rescue Dawn — so 
shedding pounds for The 
Fighter, in which he plays 
manic boxer Dickie Ek¬ 
lund, who wrestled for 
years with a crack addic¬ 
tion, wasn’t necessarily 
new territory. 

This time, though. 
Bale’s been watching his 
tongue. “Usually I always 
say, ‘Oh, I do a lot of coke 
whenever I lose weight,”’ 
Bale says. “I’m not sure if 
it’s so hinny for this movie 
to say that.” 

In reality, he got thin by 
running — and running 
and running. 


“I was just running like 
crazy. I could just run for 
hours on end and I felt re¬ 
ally healthy,” he says. 

Building up that stami¬ 
na was important to play¬ 
ing the fast-talking, 
live-wire Eklund. On 
screen. Bale is a perpetual 
motion machine, Dickie’s 
out-of-control energy 
threatening to derail the 
boxing career of younger 
brother Mickey Ward 
(Mark Wahlberg). 

Bale found a great re¬ 
source in co-star 
Wahlberg, who also pro¬ 
duced the him, especially 
since Bale needed to mas¬ 
ter Wahlberg’s native 
Boston accent. 

“Mark was a great deal 
of help,” Bale says. “He 
would never say an 5 d:hing, 
but he’d just get a certain 
look on his face when you 
said something, that you 



just knew that wasn’t it.” 

Of course, he also had 
Eklund himself to rely on, 
as the man he was pla 5 dng 
was present for much of 
the production, though he 
insists he couldn’t com¬ 
pletely mimic his real-life 
counterpart.

“If I’d done it ex¬ 
actly like Dickie, we would 
have needed subtitles, 
probably.” 

But having Eklund 
around while trying to 
recreate his stoiy wasn’t 
always easy. Bale admits. 

“There were a couple of 
times I had to physically 
restrain Dickie from going 
and landing one right on 


(director) David (O. Rus¬ 
sell),” Bale says. “There 
were some script changes 
going on, and Dickie was¬ 
n’t initially totally under¬ 
standing that sometimes 
in putting a whole life into 
two hours, a little bit of li¬ 
cense has to be taken and 
mixing things up. He 
wanted eveiything initial¬ 
ly to be absolutely how it 


was portrayed. And if it 
wasn’t, there was a couple 
of times he would say, T’m 
gonna go and I’m gonna 
hit him.’” 

But as for the finished 
product, Eklund’s reaction 
to the film says eveiy¬ 
thing.

As Leslie Feist begins 
crafting a new record, she 
says she doesn’t feel 
burdened by any extra 
pressure due to the aston¬ 
ishing success of her 
2007 breakthrough. The 
Reminder. 


Feist — who says she’ll 
record a new album this 
winter — says that her ap¬ 
proach to songwriting 
hasn’t changed a bit. 

It’s exactly as arduous 
and painstaking as ever. 

“I feel the same as I 
always did, which is that 
every song feels like the 
last one I’ll ever write,” 
she told The Canadian 
Press in a recent tele¬ 
phone interview from 
Toronto. 

“Because it’s not the 
easiest thing in the world 
for me.” 

To illustrate the point. 


the affable pop song¬ 
writer — who releases an 
intimate new DVD docu¬ 
mentary, Look at What 
the Light Did Now, on 
Tuesday — relates the 
stoiy of her former room¬ 
mate, prolific songwriter 
Dave Szigeti. 

“I used to joke that he 
had a giant song vacuum, 
and he would suck all of 
the songs out of the air 
in the apartment and 
leave none for me, be¬ 
cause he was writing so 
many songs,” she said 
with a laugh. 

She feels largely the 


same way about her for¬ 
mer bandmate in By Di¬ 
vine Right, Jose Contreras, 
for whom songwriting 
seems “the most natural 
thing in the world, like 
he’s dealing cards.” 

“I think there are some 
people in the world that it 
works for them,” she says. 
“But for me, it’s little 
fragments and little 
pieces and then they final¬ 
ly find each other, and 
then they kind of become 
songs like that. 

“So it’s been the same. 
It’s always been this way.”

O Farmed game birds will be on 
many menus for Christmas dinner 
this year as Canadians opt for 
something other than turkey

That partridge in a pear 
tree might well be on your 
plate for Christmas dinner 
this year. 

Although it is not con¬ 
sidered a huge surge in the 
game bird industiy, many 
Canadians are opting for 
something new this holi¬ 
day season. 

“I see a growing de¬ 
mand for game birds espe¬ 
cially at this time of year,” 
says Elaine Atlin, owner of 
La Ferme Black River 
Game Farm in Pefiferlaw, 
Ont., an importer and dis¬ 
tributor of game, poultry 
and gourmet products. 

Dave Meli, owner of the 
Healthy Butcher in Toron- 


I Guide to game | 

Here are some tips when 
purchasing farmed game 
birds such as pheasant, 
squab, guinea fowl, quail, 
partridge, duck and 
goose, among others.

to, says many of the cus¬ 
tomers for farmed game 
birds, including pheasant, 
quail, squab and guinea 
fowl, partridge and goose, 
are immigrants. 

“Asians are the largest 
demographic when it 
comes to game birds,” he 
says. “Others who want to 
tiy them often balk at the 
price of $16 a pound for 
partridge as opposed to 
Cornish hens, which retail 
for $8.” 

Nevertheless, there is 
an appetite for game birds 
to be sure, says Leila Bat¬ 
ten, owner of White House 
Meats at Toronto’s St. 
Lawrence Market. Her firm 
specializes in a large selec¬ 
tion of game birds. 

The reason they are 
pricey is the processing 
costs charged to farmers, 
she says. “If you are pro¬ 
cessing hundreds of thou¬ 
sands, the cost is lower. 
But when you are looking 
at under 100 birds you 
know your costs are going 
to be higher.” 

All three agree that one 
of the most popular game 
birds is Cornish hens. 

These miniature chick¬ 
ens weigh up to 1.2 kilo¬ 
grams. Because they have a 
relatively small amount of 
meat to bone, each hen is 
usually just enough for 
one serving. They are best 
broiled or roasted. 

Meli says you can get 
twice as much meat on a 


Cornish hen at half the 
price of pheasant or par¬ 
tridge. “It all boils down to 
what you expect to pay.” 

Batten says she is seeing 
more interest in game 
birds for small dinner par¬ 
ties, especially couples en¬ 
tertaining in smaller-sized 
condos. 

“People seem willing to 
spend a little extra and 
make something differ¬ 
ent,” she says. “And game 
birds aren’t difficult to 
cook.” 

One bird that is in 
vogue all year round is 
duck, says Atlin. 

“It is the most popular 
of all the game birds,” she 


says. “You will find duck in 
many groceiy stores be¬ 
cause it is in demand.” 

The different breeds of 
ducks include Peking, the 
smallest, the Muscovy, 
which is fairly large, and 
the mallard duck, a cross 
between a Muscovy and a 
Peking. All are under 4.5 
kilograms. 

Duck can be prepared in 
a variety of ways including 
roasting, braising and 
broiling. 

Meli concurs on the 
popularity of duck. “I do 
fresh duck eveiy week and 
I see that trend continu¬ 
ing, especially among my 
customers who want 


healthy meat. It is also lo¬ 
cally farmed.”

A tasty alternative to turkey 


Because they are now 
raised domestically on 
farms, game birds, such as 
pheasants, duck and 
guinea fowl, are increasing 
in popularity. They can be 
found at specialty butch¬ 
ers, farmers markets and 
some supermarkets across 
Canada. Here is a recipe to 
try at a special dinner this 
holiday season using 
farmed pheasant. 

Roasted Pheasants 

Preparation: 

1 Preheat oven to 220 C 
(425 F). 

2 In a bowl, mix together 
mustard, paprika, salt, 
garlic and 125 ml ( 1/2 
cup) of the butter to 


make a rub for 
pheasants. 

3 Remove excess fat from 
cavities and necks of 
pheasants, then rinse 
and pat dry. Run your 
finger between skin and 
flesh of breast and legs 
of each hen to loosen 
skin (outside of thighs 
are easier to access from 
neck end). 

Rub spice mix under 
skin and massage skin 
from outside to spread 
evenly over breast and 
legs. Season hens inside 
and out with salt and 
pepper and put half of 
herb stems in cavity of 
each bird. 


5 Tie legs together with 
kitchen string and close 
cavity with toothpicks. 
Brush additional melted 
butter over birds, if de¬ 
sired. 

6 Put pheasants in pan, 
breast sides up. Roast 
pheasants, basting 
every 10 minutes with a 
brush, until a 
thermometer inserted in 
thickest part of a thigh 
(without touching bone) 
registers 77 C (170 F), 
about 35 minutes. 

7 Discard string and 
toothpicks from birds 
and transfer to a platter. 
Cover birds loosely to 


keep warm while mak¬ 
ing sauce. 

8 In a skillet, melt remain¬ 
ing butter. Saute 
shallots until soft. Skim 
fat from pan juices and 
add with chicken broth 
to shallots. Deglaze by 
boiling, scraping up 
brown bits, until 
reduced to about 125 ml 
( 1/2 cup). Add wine and 
continue boiling for 1 
minute. Pour sauce 
through a sieve into a 
sauce boat and spoon 
over pheasants. 

9 Chop additional herbs 
and scatter over pheas¬ 
ants. Makes 4 to 6 serv¬ 
ings. THE CANADIAN PRESS

• 45 ml (3 tbsp) Dijon honey 
mustard 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) smoked 
paprika

• 175 ml (3/4 cup) butter, 
divided 

• 4 large sprigs each fresh 
thyme, fresh tarragon and 
fresh flat-leaf parsley, leaves

• 3 shallots, thinly sliced 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) low- 
sodium chicken stock 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) white

Omark looks to 
make his mark 

O Oilers prospect Linus Omark and his dazzling skills getting a shot in NHL 
O With Hemsky and Horcoff out, youngster figures to get plenty of ice time

Edmonton Oilers fans are 
about to find out whether 
or not the dazzling offen¬ 
sive skills Linus Omark has 
displayed as a YouTube 
sensation translate to the 
NHL. 

With Ales Hemsky out a 
month with a strained 
groin and captain Shawn 
Horcoff lost two months 
with a sprained MCL in his 
right knee, the Oilers re¬ 
called the diminutive 
Swedish winger, along 
with Ryan O’Marra, from 
the Oklahoma City Barons 
of the AHL on Wednesday. 

Omark, 23, who reports 
back to Edmonton among 
the top-10 scorers in the 
AHL after being a late cut 
by the Oilers at training 
camp, will begin his test 
Friday when he makes his 
NHL debut against the 
Tampa Bay Lightning. 

“Fm excited to play my 
first game,” Omark said. “I 
worked a lot on things 
down there, so Fm glad to 
be here.” 

Omark, drafted 97th 
overall by the Oilers in 
2007, made his displeasure 
at not landing a roster spot 


at camp abundantly clear. 
He backed up what he said 
by shredding AHL goal¬ 
tending for 13 goals and 26 
points in 26 games with 
Oklahoma City. He had a 
five-goal game. 

“When 1 get something 
like that against me, I tiy 
to prove to eveiybody that 
I can be better. 1 tried to do 
that,” Omark said of his 
demotion. “It was tough to 
play, like mentally. 

“I was sent down and it 
was like anger on the ice 
all the time. There were 
five or six games. After 
that, I played pretty good.” 

With Hemsky and Hor¬ 
coff out, the five-foot-10, 
175-pound winger will get 
a prolonged opportunity 
to make an impression in a 


role that will showcase his 
obvious offensive skills. 
Omark skated Thursday on 
a line with O’Marra, his 
centre with the Barons, 
and Ryan Jones. He’s met 
with coach Tom Renney to 
discuss what’s expected of 
him. 

“You want to put him a 
position to have success,” 
Renney said. “Linus is not 
going to play on our fourth 
line. That doesn’t make 
any sense at all. Fact of the 
matter is he could move 
up in our lineup. 

“You’ve got to give any 
player who comes in as a 
callup a little bit of a foun¬ 
dation to work from on 
both sides of the puck. 
You’ve got to be synchro¬ 
nized with the guys you’re 


on the ice with. You can’t 
just go out there and play 
around. 

“There may be four guys 
on the ice who understand 
what we’re doing on the 
breakout and one guy can 
destroy that. We do have 
to do a little bit with him 
in terms of the basic struc¬ 
ture of how we’re plajdng.” 

When Omark reported 
to camp in September, 
he’d already played four 
seasons in the Swedish 
Elite League with Lulea 
and another with Moscow 
Dynamo of the KHL. 
Omark had 23 goals and 55 
points with Lulea in 2008- 
09 and 20 goals in Moscow 
in 2009-10, producing 
countless highlight reel 
goals along the way.

Vonn slides onto her 
hip and careens in a wild skid until somehow she 
rights herself in the blink of an eye and recovers to 
take the lead. 

Maria Riesch of Germany, Venn’s major rival, 
screams down the course to beat her by 10-one- 
himdredths of a second. Had Vonn not slipped she 
would have won handily. 

“I hate to lose,” Vonn says from behind her mirrored 
sunglasses. “But if I have to lose then it might as well 
be to my best friend.” The two embrace and, standing 
side-by-side, do an interview in German, which is 
broadcast live on Austrian television. 

Then, at the airport there’s American Julia Mancuso, 
the third-place finisher in the Super G, lugging the vo¬ 
luminous luggage of Great Britain’s Ghemmy Alcott. Al- 
cott is in a wheelchair with a broken leg after a 
horrifying crash in training, which had her airlifted off 
the mountain at the end of a rope dangling from a heli¬ 
copter. 

The two comrades have fashioned a competitive un¬ 
derstanding. They’re off to Europe where the World 
Gup will continue for all but Alcott, who is done for the 
season. As they exit you come to understand that what 
you’ve witnessed is real sport indeed.

A night after Garl Grawford 
enjoyed a steak dinner 
with the New York Yan¬ 
kees, he served up a meaty 
surprise: He is going to play 
for the rival Boston Red 
Sox. 

The Red Sox struck 
again at these winter meet¬ 
ings, reaching agreement 
late Wednesday with the 
star left-fielder on a $142- 
million US, seven-year con¬ 
tract.

Theo Epstein wouldn’t di¬ 
rectly confirm the move 
Thursday. 

“If things come together 
the way we hope and ex¬ 
pect, we’ll be really satis¬ 
fied,” he said.

“He’s a premier free 
agent,” Yankees general 
manager Brian Gashman 
said. “He’s worth waiting 
for.”
